Wasnmrsarox, Aog. 12.—<Major B. B. French,
a few years since United States Commissioper
of Public Bulldings and Grounds, died at 1
o'elnck this morning, at his resldence on Capitol
Hil, of disease of the heart.

Althongh bhe bhad been 1l for two or three
woeeks, his death was very sudden and anex-
pected, and its announcement greatly startled
the community of which he was an esteomed
and prominent member, he having resided
in this ¢ity for nearly forty years,
and  held wmany  oflicas  of honor
and trust, both loeal and national, among which
were Commissioner of Publie Balldings, under
Presidents Plerce and Lincoln, President of the
Board of Aldermen and Commaon Councll, mem-

ber of the LevyUourt, and forsgeveral years reading

clerk of the Honse of Representatives, and, sub-
sequently, clerk of that body. Major French
was probably best known for his connection
with the Masonic fraternity. He was a zealons
Magon, and probably better known in the frater-
nity throughout the United States than anvother
member., He was Grand Master of the District,
and Past Most Eminent Grand Commander of
the Knights Templar of the United States, One
of the Masonic Lodges, No. 15 of this city, bears
his name, He leaves a wife and two sons, one
of whom i8 a resident of Boston, and was with

him at time of death.

Letier Irom General Batler—Effect of the Aet
of Adwmission on the Muatter of Heldiog an
Election this ¥Fall,

Prowm the Atlanta Nev Fra, Aug. B,

Lowery, July 20, 1570—-My Dear Governor:;—I con-
gratulate the State of Georgla at last upon her ad-
mission into the Unjon.  After very full deliberation
and very full argument, the conference committees
of the House and Senate agreed upon the terms of
the bill admitting the State. As tle law eaforclog
the fOfteenth amendment, taken with the
former epactments in regard to Georgla, ren-
dered unpecessary the condivions wtﬁull had
been, before e adopllon of that amendment, at-
tached to Virginia and Mississippi, 1 agreed that
those conditions be siricken from 1t when the bill
passed the House, and & slple resolution admituing
the State, offered by Mr, Dawed, should take tie
place of the report of the committes, Mr, Farns-
worth then offered. as the judgment of some of the
Republicans and of all the Demoorats of the com-
mittee, a4 proposition that nothiog in this act con-
talued should prevent the people of Georgla from
having an election L the yeur 1870, a8 provided by their
copstitutlon.  This, of course, was the Bingnam
amendmient N o new form. requiring au election ;
hecuuse I Congress legislatively declared that tne
Copgtitation of Georgia tequired an electlon n 1570,
then such election must be keld. Mr., Farnsworth's
rro tion was amended uy siriking out the year

committee of conference might settle the bill; and
a8 the report of that commitiee comld not be
smended, no opportuuity would be given to talk
pgainst timeé Or embirTass the matiter further by
amendment,

When the committee of conferenice met, & propo-
pitlon was made that a further provigo ahonld be
added, in substance, that pnothing herein should be
taken to extend the term of any member of the Gen
eral Assembly or officer of the Siate of Georgia
beyond the time fixed by the Conpstitution. That
proposition came from the Senate conferecs. A
majority of the' House conferees repllad that we
might have no objeotion to that, becsnss we did not
think that there was anything 1o the act whioh exs
tonded the time of any oficers beyond that fixed by
the Congtitution of Georgia, and we called upon the
Senate commities Lo point out anything what they
claimed dld so extend the term of oMoe, which re-
quired the action or the proviso they propoged, The
reply to that was that, although there did not
appear to be anything 80 extending the time, yet
they wanted the moral effect of the declaration In
order to have an-election in Georgia in 1570, To
that the House Committee replied that we would
not agree to the provise If that was the purpose,
but we would agree if they would put in that no-
thing in the actshould be construed to abridge or
extend anyoiMce, 5o aa to relleve it of {ta moral
effect. Because we thought we were not leglaiating
fer the State of Georgin, but we desired Lthe people
and the Legislature of Georgia to settle thelr own
affalrs in their own way for themselves, ‘This the
Sepate Committee, by a majority, declined to agree
to, and the Conference Committes disagreed and
agreed to report to the two houses that they could
not agree,

Upon that report being made to the Senate, aswe
had supposed, the Senate ordered [ta committee to
try again, Upon the conference commities agaln
meeting, T myself drew up the proviso which was
afterward agreed to, and which provided, ag you
know, in substance, as follows:—Nothiog in this or
any other act shall affect the term of office of any
member of the Assembly or officer of the State of
Georgin, This, after conference, was agreed to by
both Senate and House, and has become a law,

1 need not say. therefore, that I am clearly of
opinjon that the construction of the act will not re-
quire any election to be held In Georgla until the
Legislature chooses to have one; that the presont
Leglslature 14 thoronghly legalized, as far as an act
of Congress can «o 80, by the declaration that a
“legal Legisldture” adopted the fifteenth Amenpd-
ment, and that, being & legal Legislatare under your
Constitution, yon have the power to UX the election
of your successors, Of course, any attempt to pro-
long the term arbitrarily, uninstly, Indefinitely, or,
in the slang of the dhalr:n--s'imuJ Lo “perpetuaste your
power,” wonld be just cause of animadversion, and,
if extended too far, canke of revolution. Bat all
true and good men (n the country, as in the State of
Georgla, In oy judgment, will sustain ?mu and the
Legislature in taking to themselves, for the pur-
pose of organizing the Btate, the fall term of two

yveurs after they are folly seated in power as jou |

now are.

The Effects of the Lightnlng.

The amount of electricity apparent during the
storm of yesterday was somewhat in excess, and
the damage resulting therefrom correspondingly
large. Amongst mrmr other places already
noted by ug, the following were Injured:—The
chimney of the house occupied by Sergeant
Douglass, situnte at the corner of Thirty-fourth
and Ludlow streets, was struck, and the flald
passing dewn the ehimney entered o pot in
which some potatoes were belng bolled, scatter-
ing potatoes, water, and potall over the floor
and almost paralyzing Mrs, D, with fear.

The cnpola of the West Chester Rallroad
Company's degot at Thirty-first and Chesnut
streets also suffered, and the way in which the
fluid ncted was somewhat odd. Passing down
the wall it struck one of the tracks in the depot,
along which it ran in the shape of o ball of fire,
for some distance, until it met with a locomo-
tive, around which it made a complete circuit.
A man who was standing pear suddenly felt a
shock, and on recovering, found that all the
damage done him consisted in the loss of a
“butterfly,” which had been neatly torn off the
button.

The house No, 2510 Deshong street was some-
what injured. The stable of one Dougherty, at
Twenty-fifth and Parrish streets, suffered, and a
cow stabled therein was killed. At Trenton the
dwelling of a Mr. €rouse, slinated unear the
rallroad station, wns also visited. The fluld
passed down the chimney into the stovepipe,
thence to the stove, demolishing the whole
affair, and stunning eeveral of the family, From
the scattered coals the fooring fgnited, bu a
few buckets of water sufficed to extinguish the
flames.

Tae Storm N Derawane Cousry.—The
storm yesierday was very severe in Deluware
county, and an immense amount of damage was
done. Uhester creek, the east branch especially,
was very much swollen, and the water created
gad havoc with the property on its banks, Last
evening the 445 train on the West Chester
road was precipitated into Rock run, a short,
distance above West Chester Junction. The
engineer was badly buri, bat the fireman
managed to jump off the engine and
escaped withont serlous injury. The baggage
car and one of the passenger cars were thrown
into the creek. Fortunately there were but a
few passengers in the car, and no damage to
life and limb was caused by the accident.

Most of the mills along the creek have suf-
fered Lo a greater or less extent. Those belong-
ing to General Patterson and run by R. L.
Martin'were overflowed, and the stock In the
lower stories was injured to the extent of about
#10,000, About half of the dam connected with
these mills was carried away. The dam cone-
nected with George Gledil)'s mill was partially
destroyed, and the stock in the mill was
damaged to someextent. The weaviog-room of
Samuel Riddell's mill was slightly Injured, A
number of houses were struck by lightaning, but
there was no loss of life from this canse. One
bouse with seven persous in L was struck, but
all m to escape Injury. The horse of
Goorge McCOracken was killed by lightoing, and
he aﬁghﬂy stupned, but he recovered in a few
moments and experlenced no serlons lojury frowm
the blow,

boards and stloks to the Noor, In A mass, 1t Was at
frat thought that several were Killed, and the shrieks
of the wonnded and frightened made & a sceno of
confusgion that immediately ealled together a epowd
of people, who exrricated the boys and girls, tindio
none of them dapgeronsly hurt, but some wit
broken bones, and msny of them more or less in-
jured. Bad the Muibury chorns, numbering 100,
been seated on the platform, the resalt would have
been mach more gerious.
